Mrs. Margaret Prescott 
Morton Minn.- — Mrs. Margaret Prescott, 

who was the oldest living member of the 
Sioux tribe and one of the first converts to 
Christianity among the Sioux Indians, died 
here recently at the age of 88. 

She was born near the site of New 
Prague in August, 1846, and married twice, 
the first time to a member of the Sioux tribe 
who died' shortly after his release from im- 
prisonment during the Indian uprising of 
1862. Some time later she married Lewis 
Prescott, a Frenchman. 

Mrs. Prescott was the mother of six 
children. Dave Prescott of Morton is the 
only one surviving. She also is survived 
by eight grandchildren and an adopted son, 
the Rev. Peter Thompson, of Peever, S. D. 

The funeral service was conducted at St. 
Cornelia’s Indian Mission by the Rev. John 
G. Lawson, assisted by the Rev. Henry St. 
Clair. Burial was in the mission cemetery. 


Young People Meet in Wyoming. 

The first annual Young People’s Confer- 
ence of the Missionary District of Wyo- 
ming was held at St. Michael’s Indian Mis- 
sion, Ethete, Wyoming, August 10, 11, and 
12. Representatives were in attendance 
from all the young peoples groups in the 
state. This was the first conference of this 
kind and there were some 65 in attendance. 
Bishop Schmuck was Chaplain of the con- 
ference. Lectures and addresses were giv- 
en by Dean Hastings, Rev. Messrs. Swezy, 
Smith, and the Bishop. St. Michael’s Mis- 
sion with its many buildings and fine 
grounds and Indian surroundings made it 
an ideal place for the conference. Plans 
are being made to have it an annual affair 
and will be known as the Ethete Young 
People's Conference. The one just held 
was a great success and the young people 
are enthusiastic about a much larger gath- 
ering next year. 


Death o£ Canadian Primate 

Brings About Many Changes 

Toronto— The death of Archbishop W or- 
rell of Nova Scotia, Primate of All Canada, 
brings about many changes in ecclesiasti- 
cal circles in Canada. The Rt. Rev. John 
Hackenley, Coadjutor Bishop, now suc- 
ceeds to the bishopric of Nova Scotia in ac- 
cordance wth the terms of his election in 
1924. The Most Rev. A. V. dePencier, 
Archbishop of New Westminster, automa- 
tically becomes senior Metropolitan and 
acting Primate. The canon law also states 
that not sooner than three months or later 
than six months, the bishops of the pro- 
vince (ecclesiastical province of Canada, 
comprising provinces east of Ontario) shall 
meet under the chairmanship of the senior 
bishop, Bishop Richardson of Fredericton, 
and elect one of their members to be Me- 
tropolitan of the proAunce.

MRS. DALLAS SHAW 

Sioux Falls, S. D.— Mrs. Emily Shaw, 
wife of the Rev. Dallas Shaw, superintend- 
ing presbyter of the Corn Creek district of 
the Pine Ridge Reservation, died August 4. 
Mrs. Shaw belonged to the older genera- 
tion of the Indian clerical families of the 
days of Bishop Hare. She was a woman of 
fine qualities and capabilities, a help in all 
the work of her husband, who is one of 
the prominent Indian priests. 


Dear Friend :■ 

j, have read closely, with sympathy, and 
with a good deal of thought, the communi- 
cation sent June 22 by you in behalf of va- 
rious missionaries, of whom many are In- 
dians. 

. kpon the specific issue of using compul- 
sion upon children to attend religious ser- 
vices; J am not yet able to see the wisdom 
of changing our prohibition ag'ainst com- 
pulsion. 1 raise the question, purely in a 
desire to explore further— the question of 
whether direct instruction from the child’s 
parent to the child ought not, in most cases, 
to be sufficient, particularly if it be rein- 
iorced, when needed, with arguments pre- 
sented in a sympathetic spirit by a mem- 
ber of the school’s staff. I want you to un- 
derstand that my own position is not dog- 
matic on this item, and that practical sug- 
gestions concerning' it will be welcomed 
and not put aside. 

The other part of your communication 
deals with the policy and attitude toward 
those things which belong to the ancestral 
past of the Indian and which, in the case of 
many tribes, and of families or individuals 
in other tribes, are still vividly alive. 

Phis heritage from the past may be a 
complete religious system and code of con- 
duct. It may be a traditional View con- 
cerning human relations, property, hospi- 
tality, etc. It may be traditions and skills 
of craft, art, costume, song, dance or social 
enjoyment. It may be no more than a sen- 
timent and pride of race or tribe. 

1 believe that it is true, as your letter 
implies, that the government in the past has 
tried to enforce a policy of discouraging' 
and even banishing all of this Indian herit- 
age which comes down from so vast a peri- 
od of time. I believe with all my thought 
and heart that the policy was erroneous, 
and that it worked great damage upon the 
Indian and has caused the Indian to be less 
than he might otherwise have been today. 

I believe that the policy violated the most 
fundamental of all Consitutional and Amer- 
ican principles. 

I am confident that the change from this 
earlier policy to a different one is perman- 
ent, so far as the attitude of the American 
public at large is concerned, and so far as 
action by the Federal government is con- 
cerned. Indeed, I am quite satisfied that 
such is the case. 

The new policy is not one of preferring 
the old to the new, or the pre-Christian, to 
the Christian, but it is a policy of seeking to 
encourage every life-giving factor, ancient 
as well as new, in the experience of the In- 
dian. The policy implies that the Indian 
who is his whole self can take more (more 
that is good and great) from the white 
world, as well as give more to it, than the 
Indian who has been bereft of his own past 
or who has chosen to renounce it. 

I do not myself think that there is any 
inconsistency between a profound and mili- 
tant faith in the Christian mission and a 
strong enthusiasm for the still-living Indian 
past. On the contrary, I believe that each 
attitude is helped by the other.
